Lexington, Ky.. May 14. — Con- 
demning the Democratic administra- 
tion of the state for wasteful ex- 
travagance and violation of the con- 
fidence of the people, the Itcpuhlicanfl 
of KentucK.v In convention here to- 
night adopted a platform Into which 
was written a remedy for their politi- 
cal Ills— a declaration of independ- 
ence from a demagogic rule — and 
unanimously Indorsed a ticket headed 
by Edwin P. Morrow to lend the par- 
ty to victory In .November. 

The convention was one of the 
most enthusiastic and harmonloua 
gatherings of the party ever held in 
Kentucky. It was also asserted by 
old convention followers here that 
the crowd of more than 4.000 persons 
crowding the auditorium in Wood- 
land Park, was tho largest ever seen 
at a Republican convention. 

from the moment E. T. Franks, of 
Owensboro. rapped his gavel calling 
the great gathering together at two 
o'clock this afternoon until the clos- 
ing moment of the convention, the 
proceedings moved with smoothness 
and rapidity, despite the fact that 
some Democratic hopes had predicted 
a wrangle in the convention over the 
indorsement of officers for certaiu 
places on the ticket and over the 
adoption of a policy with regard to 
the tax problem.

The bureau of estimates nn crop-, 
Fhlted States Department of Agricul- 
ture, In one of the most optimistic 
j statements of agricultural and live- 
stock conditions offered in many 
i months, report* Kentucky now has 
l.oifi.ono acres of wheat left for hnr- 
ve t. j|v the crop cime through the 
winter In such excellent condition 
l.iat only 1 per cent of the dig acreage 
sown last fall was plowed up for 
other crops. 

Its excellent condition, 102 per 
cent now promises a crop of 1 5 . 2 f» 7 .- 
UOO bushels If no serious injury oc- 
curs before harvest. 

Last year at this time the condition 
was 101 per cent, while ten-year 
average condition Is 86 per rent. 

The entire Untied States winter 
wheat crop now shows a condition of 
100.5 per cent compared to 86 4 per 
cent May I, 1918. while the total 
acreage |s 48,719.129. compared to 
36. 7't4.O00 acres last year. 

This indicates a probable crop of 
899.91 n.OOO bushels of winter wheal 
alone, compared to 5'/8,449.0wO bush- 
el- produced last year. 

Kve and hay in Kentucky now 
show .acreages slightly less than last 
year, rye 61.7 .0 acres, which is 6 
per cent decrease, and hay 1,150.560 
acres, which is two per cent dSCrOSM 
Kentucky farmers report 1 .'! per 
cent of last year's hay crop still on 
farms, compared to an average of 9.4 
per cent for the entire Cnited States. 

Farm work Is unevenly advanced 
In this state, farmers reporting 75 
per cent of plowing and .18 per cent 
<J planting done by May 1. compared 
to 78 per cent and 40 per cent, May 1 
1919. 

Some sections are well advanced, 
while others are badly delayed by wet 
weather. Pastures show a condition 
of 92 per cent compared to 91 per 
cent. May 1. last year. 

Livestock came through the winter 
in good condition both in Kentucky 
and the Cnited States as a whole. 
Spring lambs are doing well, al- 
though occasionally farmers report 
serious losses.

Slid in this plan the margin of 
safety necessarily used by buyers is 
eliminat-'tl. which mounts a better 
price for wool. 

.'he following suggestions about 
eti'.oling your worn in order to Make 
it st il at a maximum price is offcreo 
by men of long experience in the 
sheep and wool business. 

You can spend no more profitable 
time than in picking the burrs out 
of the wool, this to be done of course 
before you shear. Do not shear 
■SOP when the wool is damp eve., 
from heavy dews; keep your sheep 
up in a dry place the night before 
shearing and do not shear for several 
days utter a rain as the wool will be 
light from washing out the grease. 

Be sure to-tag your wool well and 
keep the tags separate as the tags 
will sell at a good price. Secure 
paper or cotton twine, (this Is Im- [ 
portant) and tie each fleece neatly | 
aud separately. 

Secure your wool sacks and pack I 
the wool in tightly and store in a j 
dry place .until the pool Is ready to 
handle It.
